Fidget Your Way to Fitness? 


MINNEAPOLIS! It turns out some couch pota- 
toes spend more time on the couch than oth- 
ers. And that could be a key to obesity. 

Researchers at the Mayo Clinic believe 
it’s not the trips to the gym, but the everyday 
pacing, fidgeting and restlessness that may 
play a bigger role in whether someone’s fat 
or thin, according to a small study of self- 
described couch potatoes. 

The scientists found that the obese people 
studied sat for about 150 minutes more a day 
on average than lean subjects — and they 
burned about 350 fewer calories a day. 


The researchers looked at the role of rou- 
tine activities such as walking or talking. 

If the overweight subjects could match 
the behavior of their lean counterparts, that 
could work out to a weight loss of about 33 
pounds a year, the study said. 

“I think our study is a beacon of hope, 
because 50 years ago our biology was the 
same, but obesity was not prevalent in 
America,” said the study’s lead author, endo- 
crinologist James Levine. “If we can revert 
to the activity levels of 50 years ago, we have 
the potential to reverse our obesity.” (ap) 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ j Insurgents stepped up 
attacks Thursday against polling centers 
across Iraq, killing at least a dozen people, 
including a U.S. Marine, in the rebel cam- 
paign to frighten Iraqis away from partici- 
pating in this weekend’s election. 

As part of an intensifying campaign of 
intimidation, an al Qaeda affiliate led by 
Jordanian terror mastermind Abu Musab al- 
Zarqawi posted a videotape on the Internet 
showing the murder of a candidate from the 
party of interim Prime 
Minister Ayad Allawi. 

The tape included a 
warning to Allawi per- 
sonally: “You traitor, wait 
for the angel of death.” 

To protect voters on 
Sunday, hundreds of 
American soldiers began 
moving out of their massive garrison on the 
western edge of Baghdad to take up positions 
at smaller bases throughout the city to respond 
more quickly to any election- day attacks. 

Sunni Muslim insurgents have threat- 
ened to disrupt the balloting when Iraqis 
choose a 275 -member National Assembly 
and governing councils in the country’s 18 
provinces. 

The interim government will deploy an 
additional 2,500 troops to help guard the 
elections, the Defense Ministry said. A total 
of 300,000 Iraqi and multinational troops 
will provide security, with Iraq’s U.S.-trained 
forces taking the lead role, robert h. reid (ap)

Discussion increasing

WAS H I N G T 0 N I Talk of withdrawing 
U.S. troops from Iraq is simmering 
on Capitol Hill. 

It’s mostly from Democrats 
— Edward Kennedy on Thursday 
became the first senator to say “we 
must begin” withdrawal — but 
Republicans, too, expect the dis- 
cussion to increase as an Iraqi gov- 
ernment takes shape and Congress 
considers more billions of dollars 
for the war. 

Indeed, just days before Iraqis

vote for a national assembly, many 
in Congress are reluctant to even 
talk about a plan for withdrawal 
due to so many uncertainties. 


On Thursday, Kennedy argued 
that the U.S. military must start 
leaving Iraq because its “indefinite 
presence is fanning the flames of 
conflict.” 

Meanwhile, Republican Sen. 
John McCain of Arizona said 
the focus should be on reducing 
U.S. casualties. “The problem is 
American troops are getting killed 
and wounded every day,” he said. 

A few House Republicans have 
tried to start a dialogue about a 
timetable. 

“I want to avoid the possibility of 
having our troops over there for the 
next 50 years,” said Rep. Howard 
Coble, R-N.C. liz sidoti (ap)

In Crash 

Suspect in deadly Calif, 
commuter train wreck 
may face death penalty 

GLENDALE, CALIF. I A suicidal man 
who allegedly parked his SUV in 
the path of a commuter train and 
triggered a horrific wreck that killed 
11 people was charged with murder 
and could face the death penalty, 
authorities said Thursday. 

The criminal case moved for- 
ward against Juan 
Manuel Alvarez 
as police, forensics 
experts and cor- 
oners worked to 
gather evidence at 
the crime scene. 

Prosecutors have 
not decided if they will seek the 
death penalty against Alvarez, 25, 
who had been ordered by a court to 
stay away from his family after his 
wife alleged he abused drugs and 
threatened them. 

Authorities say he also had 
slashed his wrists and stabbed him- 
self at some point during his abort- 
ed suicide attempt. He remained 
hospitalized Thursday, and a court 
hearing was set for Friday. 

District Attorney Steve Cooley 
said Thursday prosecutors were 
evaluating Alvarez’s mental state in 
deciding a possible punishment, but 
he asserted that his mental issues 
were no defense, paul chavez (ap)

Gitmo Insider Details Sexual Tactics 


Former soldier at base 
alleges ‘disturbing’ acts 
by female interrogators 

SAN JUAN, PUERTO RICO I Female 
interrogators tried to break Muslim 
detainees at the U.S. prison camp in 
Guantanamo Bay by sexual touch- 
ing, wearing a miniskirt and thong 
underwear and in one case smear- 
ing a Saudi man’s face with fake 
menstrual blood, according to an 
insider’s written account. 

A draft manuscript obtained by 
The Associated Press is classified as 
secret pending a Pentagon review 
for a planned book that details ways 


the U.S. military used women as 
part of tougher physical and psy- 
chological interrogation tactics to 
get terror suspects to talk. 

The author, former Army Sgt. 
Erik R. Saar, 29, didn’t provide 
the manuscript or approach AP, 
but confirmed the authenticity of 
nine draft pages AP obtained. Saar 
said he witnessed about 20 inter- 
rogations and after about three 
months at the U.S. base he started 
noticing “disturbing” practices. 

One female civilian contractor 
used a special outfit that included 
a miniskirt, thong underwear and 
a bra during late-night interroga- 
tions with prisoners, mostly Muslim 


men who consider it taboo to have 
close contact with women who 
aren’t their wives. 

In another case, Saar describes a 
female military interrogator ques- 
tioning an uncooperative 21 -year- 
old Saudi detainee. 

The female interrogator wanted 
to “break him,” Saar writes, describ- 
ing how she removed her uniform 
top to expose a tight-fitting T-shirt 
and began taunting the detainee, 
touching her breasts, rubbing them 
against the prisoner’s back and com- 
menting on his apparent erection. 

The detainee looked up and spat 
in her face, the manuscript recounts.

U.S. Travel 
Warning 
Irks Mexico 

Minister says alert 
to visitors of border 
region went too far’ 

MEXICO CITY I A U.S. warning about 
violence along the border in Mexico 
created unexpected friction with a 
crucial neighbor Thursday. 

The blunt warning was issued 
because of an upswing in killings 
and kidnappings linked to battles 
between drug gangs in towns along 
the Mexican side of the border, but 
Mexico’s top Cabinet officer, Interior 
Secretary Santiago Creel, insisted 
that the warning “went too far.” 

“Why didn’t they say anything a 
week ago when I was in that meet- 
ing with the secretary of homeland 
security?” Creel said in a nation- 
ally televised interview, referring 
to a meeting with Tom Ridge on 
Jan. 17 in Calexico, Calif “He didn’t 
express any concern to me. On the 
contrary,” Ridge praised Mexico’s 
actions. Creel added. 

Later Thursday, State 
Department spokesman Richard 
Boucher said 27 Americans have 
been abducted in Mexico’s north- 
ern border region over the past 
six months and two have been 
killed. Boucher cited those num- 
bers in defending the travel alert 
to American citizens, (ap) 


BRZEZINKA, POLAND I Snowflakcs 
swirled around the crematoriums 
and barbed wire of Auschwitz, and a 
shrill train whistle pierced the silence 
as frail survivors and humbled world 
leaders remembered the victims of 
the Holocaust on Thursday, the 60th 
anniversary of the liberation of the 
Nazi death camp. 

Candles flickered in the dark- 
ening winter gloom of the sprawl- 
ing site, which Israeli President 
Moshe Katsav called “the capital 


of the kingdom of death.” 

During World War II, 1.5 mil- 
lion people — mostly Jews — were 
killed at the site. Others who per- 
ished there included Soviet prison- 
ers of war, Poles, Gypsies, Jehovah’s 
Witnesses, homosexuals and politi- 
cal opponents of the Nazis. 

The 30 leaders — including Vice 
President Dick Cheney, Presidents 


Aleksander Kwasniewski of Poland, 
Vladimir Putin of Russia, and 
Jacques Chirac of France — placed 
candles shielded in blue lanterns on 
a low stone memorial. Soldiers of a 
Polish honor guard stood stiffly in 
the freezing wind.

Clinton Fires Salvo at Bush on Africa 


DAVOS, SWITZERLAND I Former 
President Bill Clinton on Thursday 
questioned the Bush administra- 
tion’s $80 billion request to finance 
the war in Iraq when “a pittance” of 
that amount would allow the United 
States to double its aid and help end 
massive poverty in Africa. 

Others at the World Economic 
Forum, including Microsoft chief 
Bill Gates and British Prime 
Minister Tony Blair, joined Clinton 
in urging rich countries to reach 
deeper into their pockets. 

“You want to go save 4 million 
lives?” Clinton asked. “Give them the

medicine. It’s not rocket science, and 
it’s so cheap compared to everything 
else all these rich countries do.” 


Meeting the U.N. goal of cutting 
global poverty in half by 2015 was a 
top issue, though Middle East peace, 
bioterrorism and oil prices shared 
the spotlight Thursday at the World 
Economic Forum’s annual gather- 
ing of top business executives, poli- 
ticians and social leaders. 

But the panel attracting the big- 
gest audience Thursday featured 
Clinton, Blair, Gates, the presidents 
of South Africa and Nigeria, and U2 
rock star Bono discussing wheth- 
er the seven wealthiest nations and 
Russia — the G8 — will take action 
to end poverty in Africa, (ap) 


Next Afghan Vote 
Could Be Delayed 

DAVOS, SWITZERLAND I Afghanistan’s 
dramatic march to democracy hit 
a potential speed bump, with the 
foreign minister saying Thursday 
that parliamentary elections due in 
May might be delayed by as much 
as two months. 

Foreign Minister Abdullah 
said the technical challenges of 
organizing the vote are to blame 
for the possible delay. The head of 
the Afghan Election Commission, 
Bismillah Bismil, said from Kabul 
that no decision had been taken on 
whether to delay the vote, (ap)

CHINA 

China to Hold Memorial for 
Ousted Communist Leader 

China said Thursday it will hold a 
memorial for ousted Communist 
Party leader Zhao Ziyang. The cer- 
emony will take place Saturday at 
the main cemetery for revolutionary 
heroes in Beijing, a Cabinet official 
said. Zhao, who died Jan. 17, was 
forced from power in 1989 after 
sympathizing with pro -democra- 
cy protesters in Tiananmen Square. 
He spent the last 15 years of his life 
under house arrest, (ap) 

COLOMBIA 

Top Airport Officer Arrested 
On Drug-Related Charges 

Authorities arrested the head of the 
Colombian police’s drug-sniffing dog 
unit at Bogota’s international airport 
Thursday on suspicion he helped 
traffickers smuggle cocaine onto 
commercial planes bound for the 
United States. Investigators believe 
Freddy Antonio Castro was being 
paid to inform smugglers when the 
dogs were on break or too tired to 
sniff out drugs, a spokesman for the 
attorney general’s office said, (ap) 

INDONESIA 

President Offers Amnesty to 
Rebels in Tsunami-Hit Aceh 

Indonesian President Susilo Barn- 
bang Yudhoyono offered conces- 
sions, including an amnesty, to 
rebels in tsunami-hit Aceh prov- 
ince, the brightest hope in years 
of ending a three- decade separat- 
ist conflict. Insurgent and govern- 
ment negotiators are to start peace 
talks in Helsinki, Finland, probably 
on Friday. A rebel leader said the 
insurgents would respect whatever 
deal is reached in the talks, (ap) 

RUSSIA 

Forces Raid Building, Kill? 
Suspected Islamic Militants 

Hundreds of security forces stormed 
an apartment building Thursday in 
southern Russia, killing seven sus- 
pected Islamic extremists linked to 
Chechen rebels and ending a two- 
day standoff. Security officials 
said the militants were believed to 
belong to Yarmuk, a radical Islamic 
group affiliated with Chechen war- 
lord Shamil Basayev. (ap)

Expatriate Iraqis are

SYDNEY, AUSTRALIA I Iraqi expa- 
triates began casting ballots in 
Sydney on Friday, several jostling 
to be among the first to vote in Iraq’s 
first independent elections in more 
than 50 years. 

Amid tight security at a con- 
verted furniture warehouse, 
young children mingled with 
elderly Kurdish women in head- 
to-toe black robes. 

“This is a long dream that now 
comes true,” said 56-year-old Karim 
Jari before casting his vote. “We 
hope this is a new beginning.”

Singular Focus on Security Before Vote 


U.S. troops take up 
positions, part of effort 
to protect Iraqi voters 

BAGHDAD I U.S. troops packed 
extra uniforms and ammunition 
before moving out of their main 
base Thursday to take up positions 
around Baghdad, part of a massive 
security operation to protect voters 
during weekend elections that insur- 
gents have vowed to disrupt. 

Iraqi police and soldiers will 
play the more visible role, manning 
checkpoints and securing the polls 
— many of which have already been 
bombed and rocketed by insurgents 


ahead of Sunday’s vote. 

American troops will be around, 
nonetheless — backing up the Iraqis 
in the event of major violence the 
Iraqis can’t handle, U.S. and Iraqi 
commanders said. About 300,000 
Iraqi, U.S. and other multinational 
troops and police will provide secu- 
rity for the voting, which will take 
place at 5,300 polling centers. 

Patrol boats will ply the country’s 
rivers, tanks will protect important 
roads and bridges, and warplanes 
will streak overhead. Medical 
teams will be on alert and nation- 
wide restrictions on traffic will be 
imposed from Saturday to Monday 
to try to deter car bombs.

The government has already said 
it will close Baghdad International 
Airport and seal the nation’s bor- 
ders during the election period.

Barry Teaches Chemistry at Ballou 


Ehrlich Demands 
Respect in Speech 


Former mayor also offers life lessons during visit 


WASHINGTON I It took a while for 
the class to warm up to him, but 
Marion Barry quickly had about 15 
Ballou High School students talk- 
ing chemistry. 

The four term ex-mayor and cur- 
rent Ward 8 councilman returned 
to his teaching roots on Thursday. 
At a school in one of the District 
of Columbia’s roughest neighbor- 
hoods, Barry taught a lesson on 
conducting electric current. He 
called on sleepy- eyed students, 
pressing them for answers about 
solutes and solvents that form vari- 
ous solutions. 

He also offered the students 
some life lessons. 

He said young people should 
always take their education and 
their relationships seriously.

Jerrell Grooms, 17, didn’t care 
that the former mayor had spent 
time in prison for a drug conviction. 

“Nobody’s perfect,” Grooms said.

Guilty Plea in Riggs Case 


Bank agrees to $16M 
fine; PNC aequisition 
deal eould face change 

WASHINGTON! Riggs Bank pleaded 
guilty Thursday to a criminal charge 
of failing to report suspicious trans- 
actions in the accounts of foreign- 
ers, including two dictators, and 
agreed to a $16 million proposed 
fine for what federal prosecutors 
called “systemic misconduct.” 

The guilty plea by Riggs could 
throw into question its deal, 
announced in July, to be acquired 
for $779 million by PNC Financial 
Services Group of Pittsburgh. 

The $16 million fine would be 
the largest criminal penalty ever 


imposed on a bank as big as Riggs, 
according to prosecutors, and it 
comes atop a record $25 million civil 
fine levied on the bank by a Treasury 
Department agency last May. 

But U.S. District Judge Ricardo 
Urbina, who must approve the pro- 
posed criminal fine and plea agree- 
ment, appeared to display some 
skepticism regarding its adequa- 
cy at a hearing Thursday. 

The Justice Department has 
been investigating the bank’s 
handling — at the highest execu- 
tive levels — of some foreigners’ 
accounts, including those held by 
Saudi diplomats in Washington,

States Seek a Cut of Surgery Spending 


OLYMPIA, WASH, j Lawmakers try- 
ing to plump up the bottom line 
are considering a “vanity tax” on 
cosmetic surgery in Washington, 
Illinois and other states. 

Plastic surgeons and their 
patients say the idea is just plain ugly. 

“It makes no sense. Where does 
it stop — massages, facials, teeth 
cleanings?” asked Karen Wakefield, 
51, who has had a nose job, liposuc- 
tion, tummy tuck and breast lift — 
plus a little Botox here and there. 


Democrat Karen Keiser, the 
Washington state senator who 
proposed the tax, said she thinks 
cosmetic surgery patients can afford 
the state’s 6.5 percent sales tax. She 
wants to earmark the money for 
poor children’s health insurance. A 
similar tax in New Jersey is expect- 
ed to bring in $25 million a year. 

The tax would not apply to recon- 
structive surgery in such cases as 
burn victims or women who have 
undergone mastectomies, (ap)

Reports: SBC in ‘Fluid’ 
Talks to Acquire AT&T 


Deal could mark end 
of phone giant once 
known as ‘Ma Bell’ 

NEW YORK I SBC Communications 
is in talks to acquire AT&T Corp. 
for at least $15 billion, a deal that 
would likely mark the demise of the 
one-time icon known as Ma Bell, 
according to published reports. 

The talks are considered “fluid” 
and “very, very sensitive,” The New 
York Times reported Thursday, cit- 
ing unidentified executives. The 
Wall Street Journal said executives 
have met sporadically over the past 
few weeks and that no final deci- 
sions have been made. 

An AT&T acquisition would give 
San Antonio-based SBC a company 


that still has a sizable list of gov- 
ernment and corporate clients for 
long-distance and other telecom- 
munications services, despite years 
of financial struggles and custom- 
er losses. 

AT&T, founded 120 years ago by 
Alexander Graham Bell, handled 
the nation’s telephone calls before 
it was broken apart 21 years ago in 
a federal antitrust lawsuit. It still 
has nearly 30 million long-distance 
customers. 

SBC, a product of the breakup 
and the nation’s No. 2 regional 
phone company, has about 50 mil- 
lion local-phone customers, mostly 
in the Midwest and South. 

AT&T declined to comment on 
the reports. A message left for SBC 
was not immediately returned, (ap)

A Good Deal 


‘Merchant of Venice’ 
does justice to a 
portrait of society 

FILM I Michael Radford’s splendid 
film of “The Merchant of Venice” is 
so somber for so much of the time 


that it’s hard to remember it is one 
of Shakespeare’s comedies. 

Radford takes a subtle approach 
that reveals how charged with ambi- 
guity the play is. The actors speak 
their lines in a natural yet elegant 
way, and the unhurried pacing 
allows “Merchant” to have a life 


and rhythms of its own. 

“Merchant” was shot in Venice, 
where the late l6th century is eas- 
ily and richly evoked. At that time 
the Venetian Republic was at once 
powerful and liberal, yet its Jewish 
community was required to live in 
a ghetto under curfew, to wear red 


hats in public and were not allowed 
to own property. 

That last restriction led many 
Jews to engage in moneylending, a 
profession that made them vulner- 
able to charges of usury. Indeed, in 
the film, Antonio (Jeremy Irons), a 
wealthy merchant, expresses con- 
tempt for the moneylender Shylock 
(Al Pacino) by spitting in his face. 

It’s a big mistake, for soon 
Antonio must turn to Shylock for 
a loan that will enable his penniless 
friend Bassanio (Joseph Fiennes) to 
pursue the beautiful heiress Portia 
of Belmont (Lynn Collins). 

But when Antonio hears that 
one of his ships has foundered, he 
finds himself unable to repay his 
loan to Shylock, who in his hatred of 
Antonio has made a bond with him 
stating that he will charge him no 
interest but instead receive a pound 
of his flesh if he defaults. 

These and other complications 
build to “The Merchant of Venice’s” 
climactic trial, during which 
Shylock’s demand for Antonio’s 
pound of flesh is as righteous and 
just as it is absurd and cruel. 

Shylock learns what all minor- 
ity people experience: that in the 
face of adversity he is expected to 
demonstrate a nobility of charac- 
ter few of his oppressors would ever 
demand of themselves, ke vi n

Freshmen, Coach Thompson are quickly restoring Georgetown’s legacy 


COLLEGE HOOPS I In his first game 
as Georgetown’s coach, John 
Thompson III looked in his play- 
ers’ faces in the halftime huddle 
and was suddenly struck by the 
full impact of the Hoyas’ struggles 
of recent years. 

“The look on their faces when we 
got down was, ‘It’s over,”’ Thompson 
said. The score was 38-25. 

The Hoyas went on to lose, 
75-57, to Temple. “We had to 
do something. That had to be 
addressed,” Thompson said. 

How? 

“It wouldn’t be pretty if I told 
you how,” the coach said. 

Whatever the method, the atti- 
tude adjustment has worked. The 
down-and-out look hasn’t resur- 
faced. Georgetown, picked to fin- 
ish 11th of 12 teams in the preseason 
Big East coaches’ poll, has become 
the surprise of the conference. 

Despite starting three freshmen, 
the Hoyas (13-5) enter Saturday’s

game against undefeated Boston 
College (17-0) having already 
reached their win total from last 
year, when Craig Esherick was fired 
following a nine -game losing streak 
that ended a 13-15 season.

grand statements, such as wheth- 
er Georgetown is NCAA tourna- 
ment-bound for the first time 
since 2001. 

“It’s too early to tell whether I’m 
impressed with this group or not,” 
Thompson said. “I don’t think it’s 
good to start thinking about wins 
and losses and this team or that 
team, you have to go out and pre- 
pare for the next game like that’s the 
game — and that’s how it’s done. ” 

How low were the expectations 
when Thompson arrived? His own 
father, the Hall of Fame coach 
who led Georgetown to 596 victo- 
ries before resigning in 1999, said 
early in the season that this Hoyas’ 
roster might not be as talented as 
his teams from the formative years 
of the early 1970s. 

What neither Thompson expect- 
ed was the rapid development of 
freshmen Jeff Green, Roy Hibbert 
and Jonathan Wallace, who are all 
determined to restore the Hoyas’ 
legacy. 

Green (Northwestern) is 
from Hyattsville, Md. Hibbert 
(Georgetown Prep) is from Adelphi, 
Md. Like many high school stars in 
the area, they had dreamed of play- 
ing for Georgetown. There was one 
catch: The dream was coming true 
just as the Hoyas were coming off 
their worst season in 31 years. 

“That’s what me and Jeff talked 
about when we were working out 
in the summer,” Hibbert said. “We 
wanted to bring about change.” 

“We just wanted to come in,” 
Green added quickly, “and let 
everybody know that Georgetown 
is coming back.”

Old-fashioned trains 
leased out for Super 
Bowl transportation 

There’s something special about the 
mahogany paneling and brass fit- 
tings in a vintage railroad dining 
car. And when the occasion is spe- 
cial as well — the Kentucky Derby or 
the Masters Tournament — railroad 
giant CSX Corp. has often turned 
to the Western Maryland Scenic 
Railroad to supplement its own 
rolling VIP accommodations. 

The tourist railroad’s two diners 
and a “coffee-shop” car, all built in 
the early 1950s, are among the few 
food-and-beverage cars with lux- 
ury features that remind passen- 
gers of the golden age of train travel. 
Such cars are leased for thousands 
of dollars a day to those seeking to 
impress guests or audiences. 

This year, CSX has approached 
the Cumberland-based railroad 
about leasing its cars for the Super 
Bowl, said James Stafford, presi-

dent of the WMSRR board of direc- 
tors. The game will be played Feb. 
6 in Jacksonville, the company’s 
hometown. 

“It’s kind of an honor for our 
scenic railroad,” Stafford said. 
“We bought these cars years ago 
when the Western Maryland Scenic 
Railroad came into existence in 
1990, and we’ve kept them up and 
restored them.” 

“They’re old, classic rail cars that 
were manufactured with some very 
nice appointments,” CSX spokes- 
man Gary Sease said. “It’s a long- 
honored tradition among railroads 
to have these cars available.” 

The Kentucky Derby train is 
another tradition. For years, CSX

Mileage Meter

I thought odometer tampering was 
a thing of the past. How bad is the 
problem now? 

It is still a tremendous problem. 
According to a study conducted by 
NHTSA in 2002, there are more 
than 450,000 cases of odometer 
fraud each year. We estimate that 
this costs the car-buying public 
more than $1 billion annually. 

Who is really responsible for com- 
mitting most odometer fraud? 

We find that most odometer 
fraud is committed by wholesale 
auto dealers. These wholesalers 
often buy high-mileage trade-ins 
from retailers, as well as business 
cars from leasing companies. They 
refurbish them cosmetically, alter 
the mileage on the titles, roll back 
the odometers and then sell the cars 
to retail dealerships. Less than 1 
percent of the complaints we receive 
involve individuals rolling back 
odometers on their own cars. 

I just put a new motor in my car. Can 
I reset the odometer to zero? 

No. The odometer reading must 
reflect the mileage of the vehicle as 


a whole, not the mileage of its vari- 
ous components. 

Is it considered fraud if your odom- 
eter breaks and the miles you drive 
while it’s broken are not recorded? 

The crime is based on an intent 
to defraud. To be safe, if a vehicle has 
been driven with a broken odometer 
it should be disclosed at the time of 
sale. This is less of an issue with cars 
equipped with on-board comput- 
ers because the mileage is usually 
captured in other places. 

Do people ever really go to jail for 
tampering with odometers? 

Yes, people do go to jail. During 
2004 alone, prison sentences ranged 
from eight months to seven years 
for cases investigated by NHTSA. 
Fourteen people were sent to prison 
as a result of these cases last year. 
Those convicted in 2004 paid more 
than $3 million in restitution to 
defrauded consumers.
